CORRESPONDENT " ENTITLED "FIERCER CONTENTION EOR 
WORLD HEGEMONY BETWEEN THE US AND THE SOVIET UNION " 

IS, DESPITE MISLEADING TITLE, A RINGING AND UNPRECEDENTED 
PUBLIC ENDORSEMENT OF US POLICY IN EUROPE, AND REFLECTS 
CHINESE CONCERN OVER REPORTS OF DETERIORATING US-PRC 
RELATIONS, WHICH WERE IN DOLDRUMS BUT HAVE BEEN PICKING 
UP SINCE HAK'S VISIT. COMING ONE MONTH AETER PEOPLES 
DAILY ARTICLE ATTACKING US MORE VEHEMENTLY THAN AT 
ANY TIME SINCE BEGINNING OE "PING PONG DIPLOMACY", 

ELEGANT SAYS OBVIOUSLY POLICY MAKERS DECIDED TO PUBLISH 

SECOND ARTICLE TO CORRECT ANY MISAPPREHENSIONS AROUSED 
IN WASHINGTON BY THE FIRST. 

LATEST ARTICLE ABANDONS ROUTINE CHARGE OF US-USSR

YALE PROF. LEON LIPSON, CHAIRMAN OE RECENT YALE DELEGATION 
TO PRC, WRITES TO NYT TO SET RECORD STRAIGHT IN RESPONSE 
TO (HARVARD'S) JEROME COHEN'S CHARGE THAT YALIES 
ACQUIESCED IN CHINESE DEMAND THAT THREE SCHOLARS BE 
DROPPED FROM 15 MAN GROUP. SAYS YALE TOUR WAS NOT 
PART OE ACADEMIC EXCHANGE BUT MADE UNDER AUSPICES OE

12. KOREA 

NYT SEOUL (CHITRIB, JAN 6) EINDS SK-NK RELATIONS HAVE 
LARGELY REVERTED TO HOSTILITY SINCE TALKS BEGAN. 
INCREASINGLY RARE MEETINGS HAVE BOGGED DOWN; MILITARY 
CLASHES HAVE INCREASED PERCEPTIBLY OVER PAST YEAR; 

ANGRY PROPAGANDA NOW RESUMED, DESPITE NO-SLANDER PLEDGE; 
AND NK TUNNEL UNDER DMZ EOUND. STILL, US OEEICIALS IN 
SEOUL CAREFULLY INSIST SIGNS DO NOT MEAN BOTH SIDES WISH 
TO BREAK OEF TALKS, OR OUTBREAK OE WAR NEAR. SOME 
WESTERN INTELLIGENCE SPECIALISTS NOTE NK HAS NOT CHANGED 
DMZ "ESSENTIALLY DEEENSIVE POSITIONS." DESPITE BREAKDOWN, 
TALKS' VERY EXISTENCE PRODUCED FIRST N-S EXCHANGES SINCE 
WAR, AND HELPED BREAK NK'S LONG ISOLATION, WHICH SAW 
NUMBER OE COUNTRIES WHICH RECOGNIZE IT DOUBLE. FAILURE 
OE COMMUNIST NATIONS TO RECOGNIZE ROK HAS TRIGGERED 
DEEP RESENTMENT IN SEOUL BUT WESTERN DIPLOMATS ARGUE 
THAT EXPOSURE OE PYONGYANG TO OUTSIDE WORLD MAY 
INTRODUCE MEASURE OF REALISM INTO NK POLICY, WHICH 
WOULD BENEEIT SK. ALSO, IN VIEW OE WESTERN DIPLOMATS, 

NK REJECTION OF SEPARATE ENTRY INTO UN, COUPLED WITH 
N-S DIALOGUE, HAS HELPED INCREASE INTERNATIONAL 
RECOGNITION THAT "TWO KOREAS" DO EXIST. 

13. BURMA/THAILAND 

IN ONE OE SERIES OE ARTICLES ON WORLD EOOD SITUATION, 

NYT'S LELYVELD FROM BANGKOK SAYS CRISIS TALK USUALLY 
FOCUSES ON RICH NATIONS' SURPLUSES AND POOR COUNTRIES' 
DEEICITS. NOTES POSSIBILITY EXISTS OF POOR NATIONS 
WITH SURPLUSES THAT CAN BE SENT TO NEIGHBORS, AND 
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THAT THAILAND AND (TO LESSER EXTENT) BURMA HAVE USUALLY 
HAD SURPLUSES AND HAVE BARELY STARTED TO EXPLORE RICE 
"GREEN REVOLUTION". SAYS THAT IN COMING YEAR, THAILAND 
WILL EXPORT ABOUT ONE MILLION TONS OE RICE, BUT 
BURMESE EXPORTS WILL BE NEGLIGIBLE OR NONEXISTANT, 

EXCEPT EOR WHAT IS SMUGGLED INTO BANGLADESH AND MALAYSIA. 
POINTS OUT THAT PROBLEMS EXIST IN REGIONAL DISTRIBUTION. 
STATES THAT IBRD AND OTHER ADVISERS UNTIL RECENTLY 
URGED THAIS TO DIVERSIFY EXPORT CROPS; ADVICE WAS 
BASED ON "ROSILY OPTIMISTIC" ASSESSMENT OF GREEN 
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REVOLUTION POSSIBILITIES IN OTHER COUNTRIES. BUT WITH 
HIGH WORLD PRICES AND CONCERN WITH IMPOVERISHED PADDY 
EARMERS IN THAILAND, THERE IS RENEWED INTEREST IN 
UPPING RICE OUTPUT. 

LELYVELD NOTES THAT IN LAST DECADE THAILAND HAS STEADILY 
INCREASED RICE YIELDS AND ACREAGE, WITH PRODUCTION 
RISING ENOUGH TO OUTPACE "DANGEROUSLY HIGH" POPULATION 
GROWTH RATE. CONTRASTS THIS WITH BURMA'S AGRIC EAILURE, 
"UNPARALLELED IN ASIA," WITH YIELDS, ACREAGE AND 
PRODUCTION STAGNANT EOR 35 YEARS, WHILE POPULATION 
WENT FROM 14 TO 30 MILLION. BUT SEES PROBLEMS IN 
BOTH COUNTRIES AS SIMILAR: LACK OE STRONG SENSE OE 
URGENCY, ADMIN PROBLEMS, AND LACK OE HIGH-YIELDING 
RICE VARIETIES SUITABLE EOR PREVAILING CULTIVATION 
METHODS. 

THAIS ARE WORKING ON DEVELOPMENT OE NEW TYPES, AND 
BURMESE DEVELOPED IMPROVED VARIETIES, BUT ONLY SMALL 
AMOUNT BEING GROWN. LELYVELD BELIEVES COMEBACK EOR 
BURMA AS MAJOR EXPORTER REQUIRES MORE THAN NEW VARIETIES; 
IT MEANS TRANSPLANTING INSTEAD OE SOWING BY BROADCASTING 
IN FURROWS, AS IS PREFERRED BY ESTIMATED 30-40 PCT OE 
BURMESE EARMERS. SAYS GUB HAS RAISED RICE PRICE AND 
EORBADE PRIVATE TRADING IN RICE TO GAIN CONTROL OE 
MARKET, BUT BLACK-MARKET PRICE IS DOUBLE OEEICIAL ONE, 

SO "EEEORT SEEMS DOOMED." CONCLUDES THAT UNLOCKING VAST 
PRODUCTION POTENTIAL OE THAILAND AND BURMA IS WAY TO 
BUY ASIA TIME AGAINST EAMINE. KISSINGER
